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MEXICO. 

Report faom Veeacruz — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — Yellovj 

fever. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Friek reports, September 30, as follows: 

September 2, inspected and past the Norwegian steamship City of 
Mexico, bound for JS'ew Orleans, via Tampico, with 18 in the crew; 
vessel sails in the remains of an American partial cargo. Inspected 
and past the Austrian steamship Peciue., crew 24, bound for New York, 
via Tuxpam and other Mexican coast ports, for a cargo of mahogany 
and other hard woods. September 4, fumigated and past the Norwe- 
gian steamship Molina, bound for Galveston, with 18 in the crew; 
vessel sails in ballast. September 5, fumigated and past the British 
steamship Breckfield, bound for Galveston, with 23 in the crew; vessel 
sails in ballast, September 6, inspected and past the American steam- 
ship Esperama, bound for New 1 ork, via Progreso and Habana, with 
97 in the crew, 118 first-class and 50 steerage passengers; vessel sails 
in general cargo. September 8, bill of health was issued the German 
steamship Markomannia., but sailing to-morrow will be transmitted 
next week. 

The case of yellow fever reported on the 3d instant was that of a 
passenger arriving at this port August 31 via the American steamship 
Esperama, embarking at Progreso, apparently well on arrival here. 

The Esperama, as is customary with vessels arriving from Progreso, 
was partially fumigated by the Mexican authorities. 

Another case of yellow fever was reported September 9. It occurred 
in the near neighborhood of the San Sebastian hospital and somewhat 
remote from the focus of the case reported August 23. 

Mosquitoes are not numerous. 

NICARAGUA, 

Beport from Bluefields, fruit pm^t. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Layton reports as follows: Week ended 
September 13, 1906. Present ofdcially estimated population, 3,500. 
General sanitary condition of this port, good: surrounding country 
during the week, not good. Smallpox exists in Kama. 

Passengers vaccinated since August 5 last, 62; laborers vaccinated 
since August 5 last, 200. 

Passengers on steamship Bluefields, sailing this date, included in 
above report. 

Bills of health were issued to the following-named vessels: 
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President Irion of the Louisiana State board of health cabled the 
boards' representative here that New Orleans would accept passengers, 
beginning September 12. Steamship Bluefields sailing to-day for New 
93 
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Orleans will carry the first passenger list for that port since June 18 
last. 

The mess boy on the steamship Imperator, upon inspection of crew 
prior to sailing of vessel for New Orleans, September 8, had a tempera- 
ture of 101 degrees and a pulse of 120. This was noted on the bill of 
health. 

PANAMA. 

Report from Colon — Lispection of vessels — Mortality^ month of August, 
1906 — Malarial fever and jmeumonia. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Mohr reports, September 13, as follows: 

Week ended September 12, 1906. Vessels cleared for ports in the 
United States and granted bills of health as follows: 

American steamship Allianca for New York, September 4, with 69 
crew and 92 passengers. 

British steamship Iji Plata for New York, via Kingston, Jamaica, 
September 4, with 165 crew and 56 passengers from this port and 10 
in transit. 

British steamship Cahfornian for New Orleans, via Kingston, 
Jamaica, September 5, with 51 crew and 2 passengers in transit; holds 
and living quarters fumigated. 

German steamship Virginia for New York, September 7, with 80 
crew and 11 passengers. 

Norwegian steamship Bertha for New Orleans, via Bocas del Toro, 
Septembers, with 26 crew and 1 passenger for Bocas, holds and living 
quarters fumigated. 

American steamship Finance for New York, September 9, with 66 
crew and 42 passengers. 

British steamship Kirkstall for Gulfport, September 10, with 20 
crew and no passengers; holds and living quarters fumigated. 

Spanish steariiship JI/o?^<^«^flf«o for Ponce, P. R., via South American 
ports, September 12, with 56 passengers from this port and 97 in 
transit. 

Norwegian steamship Aladdin for a port in the United States, via 
Cuba, September 12, with 23 crew and no passengers; holds and living 
quarters fumigated. 

Norwegian steamship Dictator for New Orleans, September 12, with 
19 crew and no passengers; holds and living quarters fumigated. 

During the month of August, 1906, there were 81 deaths officially 
reported in the municipalities of Colon and Cristobal from the follow- 
ing causes: Malarial fever, 24; pneumonia, 18; typhoid fever, 2; 
smallpox, 1; dj'sentery, 2; tuberculosis, 4; sepsis, 1; meningitis. 1; 
meningitis, pneumococcic, 1; convulsions, 1; pericarditis, 1; myocar- 
ditis, 1; asphyxia, 2; broncho-pneumonia, 1; liver abscess, 1; enlarged 
spleen, 1; peritonitis, 1; diarrhea, 1; nephritis, 4; abortion, 2; debility, 
1; senility, 1; drowned, 1; stillborn, 2; unknown, 6. Population, 
about 14,700. 

Of the above given deaths 6 were foreign whites, 2 were employees 
of the Canal Commission. Causes of death: Malaria, 1; pneumonia, 1; 
dysentery, 1; tuberculosis, 1; myocarditis, 1; unknown, 1. 

Of the total number of deaths 32 were among employees of the 
Canal Commission, 30 of these being negroes.
